Banks " kept an accurate and circumstantial 
journal of the voyage, and . . . was so obliging as to put it into my hands, with 
permission to take out of it whatever I thought would improve or embellish the 
narrative. . . . The papers of Captain Cook contained a very particular account of 
all the nautical incidents of the voyage, and a very minute description of the figure 
and extent of the countries he had visited, with the bearings of the headlands and bays 
that diversify the coasts, the situation of the harbours in which shipping may obtain 
refreshments, with the depth of water wherever there were soundings ; the latitudes, 
longitudes, variation of the needle, and such other particulars as lay in his depart- 
ment. . . . But in the papers which were communicated to me by Mr. Banks, I 
found a great variety of incidents which had not come under the- notice of Captain 
Cook, with, descriptions of countries and people, their productions', manners, customs, 
religion, poUcy, and language." ... To Banks also are due the designs of the 
engravings, except the maps, charts, and views of the coasts as they appear at sea. 
(Vol. ii. pp. xi.-xiv.) 

The " manuscript account of each voyage was read to the respective Commanders 
at the Admiralty. . . . The account of the voyage of the Endeavour was also read 
to Mr. Banks and Dr. Solander, in whose hands, as well as in those of Captain Cook 
the manuscript was left for a considerable time after the reading. (Vol. i. p. vi.)

It was soon-discovered, however, 
that in his preface the editor had expressed some ideas apparently at variance with 
the established religion. . . Hawkesworth was now suspected of having aimed a 
secret blow at religion, and his simple and naive descriptions of savage life were 
represented as dangerous and immoral."— Ejwi/c. Brit., ed. 8, xi. 247. 

The book was translated into French and published at Paris, 1774 ; and (by Suard) 
in another edition which was issued twice the same year ; see Jackson, Centeiviire,

Sydney Parkinson was the son of an Edinburgh brewer, a Quaker, and accom- 
panied Banks as botanical draughtsman on Cook's second voyage to the South Seas, 
1768-71. He died on the voyage home in January, 1771. 

Parkinson left behind him a journal of the voyage which was missing after his 
death. His brother Stanfield, who insinuates that it was secreted by Banks, at length 
"procured, by purchase, loan, and gift, not indeed the fair copy of my brother's 
journal, but so many of Ills' manuscripts and drawings, as to enable me to present the 
following work, in its present form, to the public." 

Friends of Joseph Banks, Dr. Fothergill in particular, offered sums of money to 
Stanfield to drop the intended publication. Dr. Hawkesworth, the compiler of Cook's 
voyages, filed a bill in Chancery praying for an injunction to prohibit the publication

on the ground that it was an invasion of his property. The injunction was at first 
granted, but on a re-hearing was dissolved. — From the preface. 

The accusations of meanness " against the editor of ' Cook's Voyages ' (Dr. Hawkes- 
worth) and Banks . have no real foundation." "There was a rigid rule in those 

days, and long afterwards, which compelled all persons in exploring ships to hand 
over to the Government all journals kept on voyages." — JRusden, i., 76 iwte.

After the return of the expedition, there were 
repeated disputes respecting Forster's share in the intended publication of the narra- 
tive of the voyage. Two thousand pounds, which had been granted by the govern- 
ment for the plates of the work, were to have been equally divided between Cook and 
Forster for this purpose ; but Forster's performance of his part of the undertaking 
was disapproved, and he was deprived of the advantage which he expected to have 
derived from the plates." He was afterwards appointed professor of natural history 
and inspector of the botanical garden at Halle. He died in Vl^.—Bncyc. Brit., 8th 
ed., ix. 788. 

" The comparative method . . . became in Beinhold Forster the prevailing 
tendency. His son Georg adopted the same method and handed it on to his friend 
Alexander von Humboldt, who in his turn exercised a decisive influence on Karl

Sir E. Owen states in the preface ; The fragment of bone figured in pi. 73 " was 
brought lor sale to the College ol Surgeons in 1839 by an individual who stated that 
he had obtained it in New Zealand Irom a native, who told him that it was the bone 
ol a great Eagle." Sir B, proceeded to compare it, first with the skeleton ol the ox, 
then with that of the ostrich. Finally, " I arrived at the conviction that the speci- 
men had come Irom a bird, that it was the shaft of a thigh-bone, and that it must 
have lormed part ol the skeleton of a bird as large as, if not larger than, the fuU- 
sized male ostrich." He made drawings which, with his descriptions and conclusions, 
were submitted to the Zoological Society ol London, Nov. 12, 1839. There was some 
hesitation to admit the paper into the Transactions. *' On the publication of the 
volume in 1838 \sic\ , one hundred copies ol the paper were struck off ; and these I 
distributed in every quarter ol the islands ol N.Z. where attention to such evidences 
was likely to be attracted. . . . The confirmatory response, anxiously expected 
through . . . 1840, 1841, and 1842, at length an-ived," in letters from Bev. W. Cotton 
and Col. Wakefield, and in the collection of hones transmitted by Rev. W. Williams. 

There are 41 Memoirs, of which four relate to the wingless birds of other coun- 
tries. The second (on the genus Dinomis) reproduces (pp. 73-4) the abstract ol the 
Memoir on the first fragment ol bone received, and gives W. Williams's letter to Dr. 
Buckland (pp. 75-6, note). A Memoir (pp. 454-9) adduces Irom Sir G. Grey, J. White, 
and Rev. R. Taylor, traditional and other testimonies to the recent disappearance of 
the moa, and its causes. A " Conclusion " (pp. 460-5} speculates in a Lamarckian 
vein on the origin ol the species by way ol degeneration from antecedent winged 
forms. 

Dr. Mantell sought to claim for Mr. Colenso priority in the discovery of the 
struthious character of the moa. The Quarterly Review, xc. 404-5, note, disposes of 
the claim. Prof. Owen's first Memoir was despatched to N.Z. in Dec. 1839, and re- 
ceived in 1840. Mr. C.'s paper, dated May 1, 1842, appeared in Tasmanian Journal, 
vol. ii., no. 8, 1844.'* The Athenceum, no. 860, reports Owen's lecture at the Royal Insti- 
tution on the wingless birds of N.Z. 

The Quarterly Reviewer, xc. 402, twte, well remembers seeing the " fragment of 
the Shalt ol the lemur when it first arrived, and hearing the opinion ol the Professor 
as to the bird to which it must have belonged. He took, in our presence, a piece of 
paper, and drew the outline of what he conceived to be the complete bone. . . . 
When a perfect bone arrived, and was laid on the paper, it fitted the outline exactly." 
The Reviewer was also present when the case of moa-bones sent by W. Williams was 
opened at the Museum {p. 403).
